Others  selected  for  our  post- 
season honors  was  our  first  four  letterman  Kop- 
rivica, and  Rollins,  Black,  Onken,  Wright,  and 
Greenberg.

Upsetting  seeded  teams  of  the  St.  Louis  District 
to  become  one  of  the  "sweet- 16"  in  the  State  Tour- 
nament, Coach  MuhFs  Indians  were  the  surprise 
team  of  the  area.  It  all  started  when  U.  City  de- 
feated No.  1  seeded  Normandy  to  give  Webster  a 
share  of  the  Suburban  crown.  Then  the  Indians 
eliminated  third  seeded  St.  Louis  U.  High  in  the 
Sub-Regional,  and  went  on  to  take  Principia,  Nor- 
mandy tourney  winner,  and  McBride,  No.  5  seeded, 
to  earn  a  place  with  John  Burroughs  at  Springfield. 
Here,  University  City  was  nosed  out  44-43  by  the 
champions  of  Kansas  City,  although  outscoring 
Rockhurst  by  two  field  goals. 


Terry  Fails  was  elected  most  valuable  player  by 
the  lettermen,  and  Barry  Friedman  honorary  cap- 
tain. Together  they  were  two  of  the  best  backboard 
rebounders  ever  developed  at  U.  City.  High  point 
man  for  the  season  was  Fails  with  328  points,  fol- 
lowed by  Rollins,  Friedman,  Via,  and  Madden  of 
the  starting  five.
